Shanika was declared 
dead at the scene, while Ryan and Donia were transported 
to Metro Hospital in Cleveland. The next night in the 
Intensive Care Unit at Metro Hospital, Ryan passed away. 

To understand the full impact of his death, one must 
first know how he affected people’s lives at Harbor. Most 
people knew him as Ryan Turner the basketball star. He 
was feared by opponents, adored by fans, and admired by 
all. His natural talent combined with his determination was 
a spectacular sight to see when he stepped onto the court. 

When Turner came to Harbor, he accomplished a 
feat that few attain-he made the varsity team as a freshman. 
Halfway through his first season, he was ineligible to play 
because of his grades. Instead of giving up, he showed his 
coach and everyone at Harbor how self-driven he really 
was. Mr. Tallbacka commented on Ryan as a player, “Ryan 
was one of the most coachable people I have been around. 
More importantly, he was a fantastic human being. He was 


the kind of kid who you just liked to be around.” 

That time during his freshman year was a wake- 
up call for him and he focused on his goals from that 
point on. In his English III journal he wrote about his 
determination to do well in school, “Now I have set goals 
and it is all about achieving them. ..I just hope that God is 
watching over me and will give me the strength to strive 
on and not give up.” 

Ryan believed in himself, for the remaining 
history of his basketball success seems to be never- 
ending. For the ‘96-’ 97 basketball season, Ryan was 
voted team captain and was selected for First Team All- 
County, All NEC and All District. Turner averaged 16 
points, 1 1 rebounds, and 3 blocked shots per game. 

His dynamic personality shone in many ways, 
especially when he flashed his huge smile. While he was 
focused on his own personal goals, Ryan also had a 
generous heart that was open to all and especially gener- 
ous to his family and friends. In a different journal entry 
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he expressed his love for his nephew, “I just want him 
to be happy and have a good childhood, that’s all. 1 
will do anything in my power to make sure he is 
happy.” The mutual love and support that he received 
and gave with his family influenced his interactions 
with all people. Ryan was always open to meeting new 
people and making new friends. As Jenna Bellomo 
said, “He had a love for life that few people could 
match.” 

Ryan' s optimism was another admirable trait. 

A good example of this is taken from a journal essay 
in which he’s talking about the upcoming basketball 
season, Ryan writes, “This year we will be the team 
everyone wants to take down. I love it when a team 
comes to play us all pumped up and all ready for the 
upset. Then we just send them back home dejected 
and in tears because they got embarrassed by the 
Harbor Mariners. I have a feeling this will be a season 
1 will never forget. You know why? Because I'm with 
a group of guys I love unconditionally." His enthusi- 


asm was contagious. Ryan always believed that he could 
do whatever he set his mind to. 

In a word, Ryan was amazing. His presence at 
Harbor was felt whether you knew him well or not. 
Walking down the hall, you could hear his laugh travel 
after you. As a student, you felt pride in your school just 
by watching him play basketball. For these reasons and 
much more, Ryan is and will be sorely missed by all ot 
us. His inspiration will reach the students on a much 
deeper level now. We should all be as driven as Ryan 
was. 

Again, the best example to give comes directly 
from him, “I will succeed. I will be known world wide. 
I'm telling everyone right now. It is a feeling I have had 
since I was young. I know I will be famous. I will not be 
denied my dream. If someone wants to shatter my dream 
try it but it won’t work because my stuff is bullet proof. 
My name is Ryan Anthony ‘Ike* Turner. Remember that 
name because you will hear it frequently!”
